We ha^e published an account, says the 
New York Herald, of the killini? of \V. S. 
Williams, keeper of the elephant known 
by the a^ji{^Ron\eo.^^l^^i6\}ii:9iUig 
account of the former exploits of "iIik 
jdttiigeroos aiiirar^l is interesting : Itvneo 
was christened Canada, from llio fact that 
ho landed first in the province, and a> 
.such was known "i Delavan, Wis , where 
he was nn object of terror, lie was ap- 
parently proud of his great power and su- 
preme streagth. Bolts, bars and chains 
were no hindrance to him. Corn fields, 
! orchards, trach p(lt«lifA| and choice gar- 
dens, were sncriSced to his varacity, or 
Ilia destructive disposition, Ho gradu .lly 
grow to be a despot, feared by all, even 
those who had been specially enu;aged to 
handle bim. in one of- his paroxysms of 
rage he killed a number of horses, and 
dii other injuries, cre'iting such general 
consternation that the town aiitliorities, 
at the iiistanco of the citiz. ii3, ordered out 
the local iniliiia to destroy liim. J. 
.Muble, wished to preserve bim, (having 
oust nn immense atnoaiit of money,) per 
Ruided them to diisist and sent for W. S. 
Williams, who after^tb'ree days of labor 
Hui'coeded in weaving a chain work 
around him. A.i long as Wllliam.s re- 
mained with him Iloinco was apparently 
docile, although he would never permit any 
one else to approach' KI3i. " Mr 'Williams, 
.ihortly after this event, retired to his 
futm in Canada, 

Roraco was coaxed and driven to Phil, 
adolphia in the fall of 1865, where he 
was placed under the care of a new hut 
Inezperieneed elephant manager. lie 
was not long, however, in making a lively 
demonstraiion. He. seceded from his 
keeper, buttered down the WalKs of the 
huilding wherein ho was confined, ami 
escaped into tho crowded tlioroiiglifures 
of the city, causing a general panic. lie 
raahed to the- ouChkirts of the city and 
ensconced himself in a grove, where no 
one had the foolhardiness or the courage 
10 approach him. People wore afraid to 
wpJk tho streeirt, and cuiinou were placed 
so as to rake him foro ami aft. In iho 
dilemma Mr Williams was again suin- 
tnoiiud ; but before he arrived Romeo was 
shot tiy an expert marksman, and depriv- 
ed of tho sight of his left eye, Tho 
wound made him furious, tlio crowd rau 
from the scene, and the mad elephant was 
left inuBter of the siiuaiioii. Mr WillianiH 
with caution approached his place of urn - 
bash; the monster knew.- bis .voice and 
i}erraitlcd bim to come up, and with 
gentle, though firm trontineiit, ho modified 
liiiu and fiuiilly succeedud in getting him 
to his quarters. Mr . Williuins, up to the 
liinu of hii dei^lU^lfad outird ctiairol 'of th^ 
animal.
